Saokamknto, Feb., 11.— All Chinese 
help at the Pioneer, Sacramento' and 
Plia3nix fliiur mills, the Capitol woolen 
mills and tho Aniorican laundry hua been 
discharged, Work for 300 nnemployod 
men is thus secured. White men are 
chopping wood at jjood wages. Local 
boycotting is carried un to such an extent 
that Chinamen are unable to secure em- 
ployment, and are- TniKrating - to other 
localities. Tho business of Obineaa 
laundries and hucksters is dwindling 
away to nothing. 

All ordiniuico wiia aabmitted to tho city 
trustaes to-diiy by tho anti-Chinese as- 
sociation, which, if passed, will make it 
an offense for any Chinaman to reside in 
Sacramento. .• It was laid over foi* oiie 
week. 

San Fuaxciwco, Jan. 11. — Tho order 
introduced in the city council on Monday 
last by Suporviscir Farwell, prohibiting 
sand-lot ineolings, came up for final action 
to-niffht, and was defeated by a vote of 
.eighl.to fqar,,on. the .ground that it is in 
bbntravontioii to the' conVtitutitin of tho 
Dnited States to treacli on the rtghU,of 
free speech. ' " '' ' ' 

London, 'Jan. 11:— Gladatona hold a 
reception nt Carlton terrace this evening. 
E.irl Gnmvillo, Sir .Williain Vernon Har- 
court. Lord Hariington, Sir Charles 
Dilke and iMr. CJhuinborlnin wore con- 
spicuim."! by tludr absoaco. Tho nieotiiig 
of the liberal party has been postponed 
-.until the day beforo that on which the 
Queen's speech ia to bo delivered. 

The Jersey bank has suspended. Tho 
b'abjlitie.s are said not to bo heavy, as tho 
bank was reported to be duiiig only a 
small business.

WASiiiNTiTox, Dec. 30. — The esti- 
mates of the Statiaticiuti - of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for the princi- 
pal cereals are complete, and the ag- 
gregate bushels are aa follows: Corn, 
1,9:16,000,000; wheat, 357,000,000; 
onts, 809,000.000. The area of corn is 
7.3,000,000 acres; of wheat, 3-1,000,000; 
of oats, L'li.OOO.OOO. The value of corn 
averages nearly 33 cents per bushel, 
and makes an aggregate of S635,000,- 
0UO-$5,00O,OOb less than the value of 
the last cro]). The decrease in the jiro- 
duct of wheat ia 30 per cent., and only 
17 per cent, in valuntion, wliich is 
275,000,000. The valuation of outs is 
§ 180,000,000. The production of all 
cereals i.s 5.1 buKhels to each inhabitant, 
ami the aggregate volume is larger 
than any former year.

— More tronble is 
threatened by' Mr. Fhflip Callftn, the 
ex-jnember of Parliament 'for. Louth, 

svho was repudiated by Mr. Parnsll in 
the last campaign, and was defeated by 
Col. Nolan, (he IsutionaliGt candidate. 
Mr. Oallaii telegraphed to your corres- 
poiideni that lie is deleriiiined to ex- 
pose the tactics of Messrs. Parnell, 
Dillon, and Harrington, by whicB they, 
defeated him in -.hia.birtbpjace, ,',wherpj 
his friends and neighbors and the peo-' 
pie of all tho country around, were pro- 
pared to vote tor him. The gentlemen 
named are charged by\Mr. Callan with 
having "in coniu'ction with certain lo- 
cal spoil ters" exercised undue influence 
upon the electors, and. practised ^ fra^^^ 
ulent devices which are punishable. un-' 
der tliM law against fraudulent j>rac- 
lices iu elections. He will tlierefore 
ask that Col. Nolan be unseated, and 
that a warrant be issued for a new elec- 
tion in the north division of Louth.

THE CONDEMNED MAN. 

Though with the almuat certain knowl- 
edge ot being misundorstood by aomo, we 
deem it a duty tu allude to the petition 

' now'' being circulated in this city for the 
oommutation of the d(>ath sentence upon 
R. E. Sproule, found {,u Ity of the murdtr 
of Thoiiiaa Hainiuill atKootenny in June 
last. It piaya thut the aeiiteiica may be 
commuted to iiuprisonnient for life on the 
ground that the evidence waa purely cir- 
oumatantial, and also bocauae of the jury's 
reoomtneudation to naorcy. What is 
meant by advanoinc; the plea that the evi- 
dence was circumstantial 7 Is it that it 
throws a doubt upon the guilt of the con- 
demned i because if a doubt of hia uuilt 
is estiibliahed, the petition ahould bo for 
pardon! But after a long, careful and 
most impartial trial, a jury of twelve true, 
lawful, and impartial men declared that 
they had no doubt '.<f the accused's guilt, 
and an upritjht judge approved their ver- 
dict, further emphasizing hia con- 
curreuco therein by stating that 
never in his experience had the chain 
of : Qvidenoa , been ao strong. It ia 
true that. the jury attached to their hnd- 
inc^'a)^ reooininendation to mercy, but 

^fauidg toifi^ave giveti. tbeir reason therefor 
it must be imputed to the expression of a 
sentiment, which, when stern justice is 
called upon, is not allowed to count. Cry- 
ing for his blood i No, indeed ! but crying 
tlut justice be not made a travesty; thut 
trial by jury be not made a farce, and that 
the functions of the sacred office which 
those men assumed for the nohoe benot 
usurped by an impulsive public whose 
sympathioa are liable to be excited with- 
out the refloctiun presenting itself tliat 
while signini; audi a petition they are 
seeking to avoid, for the guilty, punish- 
ment declared by the very law to whoso 
integrity they owe the safety cf their own 
lives. We have no'individual feeling in 
the matter, but deem that to be outspoken 
on the subject ia an imperative duty. Lot 
the question bo considered on the broader 
principle of justice, a principle 
which is attacked, let 'it be remembered, 
when such causeless petitiona aa the pres- 
ent are put into circulation. It ia a very 
aerioua thing to aii^n such, although many 
do so from the Want of thought, or under 
an impression thut it is an act of mercy 
to do 80. It may be, to the individual 
who haa forfeited all right to it, but to 
to the people at large it certainly is not. 
There are occaaiona when petitions in fav- 
or of a condemned criminal may be proper 
— such aa the siibaciiuont discovery of 
evidence strongly tending to establish in- 
nocence, or the fact of extreme 
provocation inducing sudden paaaion; 
but in the first case the prayer would bo 
for pardon, and in the sepondj good cause 
would, presumably, be shown why the 
request should be granted These remarks 
thoutrh evuked by the petition now i:i cir- 
culation, are not intended to be a special 
referoncoalone lollio nnftirtunate man who 
ia the subject of it; they have a general 
bearing on all similar cases, .Nothing 
here said— nor, even in the'petitiun,of it- 
self — will affect his ultimate ' fate. The 
efTeot of the petition will be merely to di- 
rect the attention of the minister of jus- 
tice to the particulars of the case aa 
elicited at the trial, and if he sees therein 
any circumstances which ho considers to 
be of an extenuating character than it is 
within hia discretion whether he will re- 
commend to the governor-genera! any 
commutation of sentence. 



A PltOriNCIAL UNIVERSITY. 

A correspondent criticizing, in yester- 
day's issue, the scheme for a projrincial 
university, expresses a doubt of its aucoosa 
because of there being no schools from 
which students could be drafted who 
would bo sufficiently qualified to con- 
tinue their studies on the necessarily high 
grade adopted in a university. At first 
sight the objection suems plausible, and 
if auatained would ollectually prevent 
any such maiked advance in the grade of 
education in this province for several 
years to come. But the way to meet 
an objection of thia kind, and it is 
well to recognize it aa such, would be 
either io increase the standard in the 
high ech'.uila, or have in direct connection 
with the univeraity — aa an integral part 
of the soheniu — what would occupy the 
position of an aiiiiiated college, in which 
a course of instruction could be ob- 
served that would be in every way cal- 
culated to fit students for the univeraity 
itself. Vv'here there ia a will there is a 
way, and no difliuulty in this reapept, if 
there be earnestness, need be anticipated. 
As to other aourooa of supply, if educa- 
tion abroad be ^conaidered by parents as 
Buperiot; til that at home, a university in 
this province would enjoy an etjual op- 
portunity with others, and procure stu- 
dents not only from all citiea on the Pa- 
cific coast but also from Eastern Canada, 
where our superior climate would act as 
an additional inducement. It is not to 
ba supposed that any propoaition as here 
laid down can be perfect when in its iu- 
oipioncy; and these mattera will all be 
properly adjuatod when they come up for 
Borioua consideraliun by the local author- 
ities.

BELGIUM.'

of deputies providing for an increase of 
duties proposed on cotton imports to 
Belguni, and tho government has notified 
the chamber that it will oppose the 
measure. 

A recent dispatch from Ghent, the 
centre of the Belgian cotton trade, says 
that the association of cottoniera, which 
is composed of tho leading spinners and 
weavers and ribbon and hosiery manu- 
facturers, has taken most active measures 
to defeat. the-governmont bill, which pro- 
poses a large reduction in the customs 
duties on cottons, yarns and fabrics. Tho 
association numbers 750 men, and §30,000 
haa been subscribed to a fund for tho pur- 
pose of defeating candidates in the next 
general election in June, 1886, who favor 
the government scheme. 

Variotts firms in the linen trade have 
organized an assocfation to secure protec- 
tive duties on behalf of their trade.

Mr. W. T. Thompson, of Thompaon & 

Ferguson, Granite creek, arrived down on 
Tuesday's steamer. To a reporter of The 
Cdonist Mr. Thompaon said that ha left 
the creek on the 8th instant, coming out 
via the Nicola trail. This trail, for five 
miles from the craek, ia covered with a 
foot of snow, for a further distance of ten 
miles fifteen inches of snow ooyeried Athoj 
surface, and from this to Coutlee's the' 
depth varied from sis inches to a foot. 

THE TRAIL FOR ANIMALS 

is good, and tharo are a number now at 
Coutlee's awaiting freight, though there is 
very little ofl'oring at prusent. The great- 
est cold at the creek during the winter so 
far was 2° below zero with no wind, and 
on the morning Mr. Thompaon left it was 
light above. Bottom Ice has formed on 
the creek, which has for some time pre- 
cluded mining operations. On Otter lake, 
which is twenty miles long, only a thin 
coating of ice had formed, and the wea- 
ther generally throughout Nicola and 
Similkameen has been unusually open. 

Considerable prospecting is being done 
with successful results and / preparations 
are in progress on every hand for the pro- 
secution of work as soon as the weather 
will allow. There are

There is at present in tho oflioo of tho 
superintendent of education a wood and 
lead model of a Baldwin looomptiye, 
moulded and carved by Thos. McKariey, 
the fourteen- year old son of Trustee R, 
G. McKaney, Burton Prairie. The little 
fellow saw a locomotive for the tirat time 
a couple of years ago, and only secured 
a chance to examine it as it rested occa- 
sionally near hia homo, but he has thor- 
oughly taken in the working parts and 
general oonatruclion of the engine and 
tender, and reproduced a model of them 
about two feet in length. The driving 
wheels and shafts, and other connections, 
were moulded and cast from lead secured 
from tea chests, while the forward engine 
and the tender wheels are made of wood. 
The piaton rods work in the cylinders 
exactly as a locomotive in motion, one 
aide working the reverse of the other, 
while the eccentric is also correctly ar- 
ranged. , The boiler is well shaped, with 
brass bands, whistle, bell, etc., accurately 
placed. The smokestack, headlight and 
pilot also are exact counterpart of the 
real engine. In fact tho cab, tender, and 
every general appliance of the locomo- 
tive is perfectly represented, mounted on 
rails and sleepers of wood. 

Master McKauey is one of tho most 
studious boys at school, ttnd shows by 
thii clever display of talent that if his 
genius was directed and cultivated in the 
proper channels, his future would prove 
that he was possessed with mechanical 
ingenuity far beyond tho average.

Facts Tor Sanitary Keforiuers. 

A culling by a Scotch paper from the 
annual roport of the .registrar^geheral of 
Groat Britain, shows tho extent to which 

zymotic diseases have prevailed within the 
last ten years. It saya: "Since the en- 
forcement of tho vaccination acta there 
has been a gradual and notably decline in 
tho mortality frinn smaU-pox. Tho de- 
cline in mortality from scarlet fever was 
very considerable, the annual deaths per 
million having fallen from 972 to 716. 
'I'ho decline under the head of measles 
haa been conaidorably less, viz , 440 to 
378. The deaths frcin fever, including 
typhus, . enteric fever, and all defined 
furih'B of' continued fever, fell from an an- 
nual average of 885 per million to 484, a 
decline of 41 per cent. This ia held to bo 
the most satisfactory of all tho declinea 
shown in the table. not only 
because it is the greatest in amount, but 
because enteric fever ia of all diseases, 
putting aside the effect of vaccination up- 
on small-pox, the one which is most 
directly and largely ofl'octod by sanitary 
measures. Therefore tho decline in mor- 
tality under this heading is the beat test 
airailable of the efficacy of sanitary admin- 
istration — careful sewerage, better water 
supply and other improvements.
